After Alfred Gray had been arrested by 
the police and taken to the Mayor's office, 
while tbe latter was absent, >fgjor Alden 
aud Dr. Sparling followed, and, while the 
man wa.s under arrest for a ariminal of- 
fense, the former stepped forwanl, signed 
the certificate, and the negro wa-> turned 
loose and allowed to vote.
